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PREFACE. 


The  compiler  of  this  book  begs  to.  ask  those  who  use 
it  (i),  to  read  it  through  attentively,  that  they  may  know 
what  is  in  it,  and  where  to  find  what  is  in  it;  and  (2), 
in  preparing  for  any  occasion  of  its  intended  use  not 
only  to  choose  the  Office  fitting  to  the  case,  but  also  to 
.  decide  beforehand  what  parts  of  it  (if  any)  to  omit,  and 
what  other  Scriptures  or  prayers  (if  any)  to  add,  and 
then  carefully  to  review  the  Service  thus  arranged;  to 
the  end  that  there  may  be  no  unreadiness  of  mind  or 
heart  in  the  discharge  of  so  important  a  duty. 

That  the  book  might  contain  much,  and  yet  be  in 
clear  type,  and  easily  carried  in  the  pocket,  the  Lord  s 
Prayer — which  is  a  pari  of  every  Office — has  not  been 
prmted,  except  on  pages  10,  15,  17,  31,  37;  and,  ''the 
Lord  be  with  you,''  ''and  with  thy  spirit,"  and  "  let  us 
pray  "  have  been  left  to  be  supplied  from  memory.  For 
the  same  reason  most  of  the  Amens  have  been  omitted, 
as  well  as  many  of  the  rubrics  of  the  Offices  taken  from 
the  Book  of  Common  Prayer;  also,  the  endings  of  the 
prayers  have,  in  general,  been  only  indicated. 

It  is  hardly  necessary  to  suggest  that  such  Offices  as 
"the  Christian's  hope,"  "for  Spiritual  light  and  guid- 
ance," and  those  under  the  head  of  "faith"  may  by 
slight  changes  be  made  suitable  for  pastoral  visitations 
of  families  in  which  there  is  no  sickness. 

The  putting  together  of  these  Scriptures  and  prayers 
was  begun  in  the  wish  that  the  "Clergyman's  Com- 
panion "  might  meet  the  need  which  the  clergy  have 
long  and  deeply  felt.  In  concluding  the  pleasant  labor, 
the  further  wish  has  arisen  that  devout  attendants  upon 
the  sick,  the  infirm,  the  afflicted,  in  hospitals  and  other 
places,  may  find  this  little  book  a  helpful  "companion," 
and  that  it  may  also  receive  a  welcome  and  be  a  means 
of  edification  and  comfort  in  many  Christian  homes.

Then  the  Minister  shall  give  thanks  unto  God,  and  say,

V  V  that  it  hath  pleased  thee  to  regenerate  this  In- 
fant with  thy  Holy  Spirit,  to  receive  him  for  thine  own 
Child  by  adoption,  and  to  incorporate  him  into  thy  holy 
Church.  And  humbly  we  beseech  thee  to  grant,  that 
he,  being  dead  unto  sin,  and  living  unto  righteousness, 
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and  being  buried  with  Christ  in  his  death,  may  crucify 
the  old  man,  and  utterly  abolish  the  whole  body  of  sin;

Solemnisation  of  jmatrtmoni?. 

At  the  day  and  time  appointed  for  the  Solemnization  of  Mat- 
rimony, the  Persons  to  be  married  shall  come  into  the  body 
of  the  Church,  or  shall  be  ready  in  some  proper  house, 
with  their  friends  and  neighbours ;  and  there  standing 
together,  the  Man  on  the  right  hand,  and  the  Woman  on 
the  left,  the  Minister  shall  say, 

DEARLY  beloved,  we  are  gathered  together  here  in 
the  sight  of  God,  and  in  the  face  of  this  com- 
pany to  join  together  this  Man  and  this  Woman  in  holy 
Matrimony;  which  is  commended  of  Saint  Paul  to  be 
honourable  among  all  men;  and  therefore  is  not  by  any 
to  be  entered  into  unadvisedly  or  lightly;  but  reverently, 
discreetly,  advisedly,  soberly,  and  in  the  fear  of  God. 
Into  this  holy  estate  these  two  persons  present  come 
now  to  be  joined.  If  any  man  can  show  just  cause, 
why  they  may  not  lawfully  be  joined  together,  let  him 
now  speak,  or  eke  hereafter  for  ever  hold  his  peace. 

A7id  also  speaking  unto  the  Persons  tvho  are  to  be  married, 
he  shall  say, 

I REQUIRE  and  charge  you  both,  as  ye  will  answer 
at  the  dreadful  day  of  judgment,  when  the  secrets 
of  all  hearts  shall  be  disclosed,  that  if  either  of  you 
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know  any  impediment,  why  ye  may  not  be  lawfully 
joined  together  in  Matrimony,  ye  do  now  confess  it: 
For  be  ye  well  assured,  that  if  any  persons  are  joined 
together  otherwise  than  as  God's  word  doth  allow,  their 
marriage  is  not  lawful. 

The  Minister^  if  he  shall  have  reason  to  doubt  of  the  law- 
fulness of  the  proposed  Marriage,  may  demand  sufficient 
surety  for  his  indemnification;  but  if  no  impediment  shall 
be  alleged,  or  suspected,  the  Minister  shall  say  to  the  man, 

XT  TILT  thou  have  this  "Woman  to  thy  wedded 

V  V  wife,  to  live  together  after  God's  ordinance, 
in  the  holy  estate  of  Matrimony  ?  Wilt  thou  love  her, 
comfort  her,  honour,  and  keep  her,  in  sickness  and  in 
health;  and,  forsaking  all  others,  keep  thee  only  unto 
her,  so  long  as  ye  both  shall  live  ? 

The  man  shall  answer,  I  will. 

Then  shall  the  Minister  say  unto  the  Woman, 

A^T  TTILT  thou  have  this  Man  to  thy  wedded  hus- 

V  V  band,  to  live  together  alter  God's  ordinance, 
in  the  holy  estate  of  Matrimony  ?  Wilt  thou  obey  him, 
and  serve  him,  love,  honour,  and  keep  him,  in  sickness 
and  in  health;  and,  forsaking  all  others,  keep  thee  only 
unto  him,  so  long  as  ye  both  shall  live  ? 

The  Woman  shall  answer,  I  will. 

Then  shall  the  Minister  say, 

Who  giveth  this  Woman  to  be  married  to  this  man } 

Then  shall  they  give  their  Troth  to  each  other  in  this  manner: 
The  Minister  receiving  the  Woman  at  her  father  s  or 
friend's  hands,  shall  cause  the  Man  with  his  right 
hand  to  take  the  Wo??ian  by  her  right  hand,  and  to  say 
after  him  as  follow  eth : 

IM.  take  thee  N.  to  my  wedded  Wife,  to  have  and  to 
hold,  from  this  day  forward,  for  better  for  worse, 
for  richer  for  poorer,  in  sickness  and  in  health,  to  love 
and  to  cherish,  till  death  us  do  part,  according  to  God's 
holy  ordinance;  and  thereto  I  plight  thee  my  troth. 
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Then  shall  they  loose  their  hands,  and  the  Woman  with  her 
right  hand  taking  the  Man  by  his  right  hand,  shall 
likewise  say  after  the  Minister, 

IN,  take  thee  M.  to  my  wedded  Husband,  to  have 
and  to  hold,  from  this  day  forward,  for  better  for 
worse,  for  richer  for  poorer,  in  sickness  and  in  health, 
to  love,  cherish,  and  to  obey,  till  death  us  do  part,  ac- 
cording to  God  s  holy  ordinance;  and  thereto  I  give 
thee  my  troth. 

Then  shall  they  again  loose  their  hands;  and  the  Man  shall 
give  unto  the  Woman  a  Ring.  And  the  Minister  taking 
the  Ring  shall  deliver  it  unto  the  Man,  to  put  it  upon  the 
fourth  finger  of  the  Woman  s  left  hand.  And  the 
Man  holding  the  Ring  there,  and  taught  by  the  Minister, 
shall  say, 

WITH  this  Ring  I  thee  wed,  and  with  all  my 
worldly  goods  I  thee  endow:  In  the  Name  of 
the  Father,  and  of  the  Son,  and  of  the  Holy  Ghost. 
Amen. 

Then  the  Man  leaving  the  Ring  upon  the  fourth  finger  of 
the  Woman  s  le  ft  hand,  the  Minister  shall  say, 

Let  us  pray. 

OUR  Father,  who  art  in  Heaven,  Hallowed  be  thy 
Name;  Thy  Kingdom  come;  Thy  Will  be  done 
on  Earth,  as  it  is  in  Heaven;  Give  us  this  day  our  daily 
bread;  And  forgive  us  our  tre.^))asses,  as  we  forgive  those 
who  trespass  against  us;  And  lead  us  not  into  tempta- 
tion; But  deliver  us  from  evil.  Amen. 

O ETERNAL  God,  Creator  and  Preserver  of  all 
mankind,  Giver  of  all  spiritual  grace,  the  Author 
of  everlasting  life;  send  thy  blessing  upon  these  thy 
servants,  this  man  and  this  woman,  whom  we  bless  in 
thy  name,  that  as  Isaac  and  Rebecca  lived  faithfully  to- 
gether, so  these  persons  may  surely  perform  and  keep 
the  vow  and  covenant  betwixt  them  made,  (whereof  this 
Ring  given  and  received  is  a  token  and  pledge)  and

FORASMUCH  as  M.  and  N,  have  consented  to- 
gether in  holy  wedlock,  and  have  witnessed  the 
same  before  God  and  this  company,  and  thereto  have 
given  and  pledged  their  troth,  each  to  the  other,  and 
have  declared  the  same  by  giving  and  receiving  a  Ring, 
and  by  joining  hands;  I  pronounce,  that  they  are 
Man  and  Wife;  in  the  Name  of  the  Father,  and  of 
the  Son,  and  of  the  Holy  Ghost.  Amen, 

And  the  Minister  shall  add  this  Blessing: 

GOD  the  Father,  God  the  Son,  God  the  Holy  Ghost, 
bless,  preserve,  and  keep  you.  The  Lord  merci- 
fully with  his  favour  look  upon  you,  and  fill  you  with  all 
spiritual  benediction  and  gra^e;  that  ye  may  so  live  to- 
gether in  this  life,  that  in  the  world  to  come  ye  may 
have  life  everlasting.

Peace  be  to  this  house,  and  to  all  that  dwell 
in  it. 
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WAen  he  cometh  into  the  sick  mans  presence^  he  shall  say, 
kneeling  daim, 

REMEMBER  not,  Lord,  our  iniquities,  nor  the 
iniquities  of  our  forefathers;  Spare  us,  good 
Lord,  spare  thy  people,  whom  thou  hast  redeemed  with 
thy  most  precious  blood,  and  be  not  angry  with  us  for 
ever. 

Answer.  Spare  us,  good  Lord. 

Let  us  pray. 
Lord,  have  mercy  upon  us. 
Christ,  have  mercy  upon  us. 
Lord,  have  mercy  upon  us. 

OUR  Father,  who  art  in  Heaven,  Hallowed  be  thy 
Name;  Thy  Kingdom  come;  Thy  Will  be  done 
on  Earth,  as  it  is  in  Heaven;  Give  us  this  day  our  daily 
bread;  And  forgive  us  our  trespasses,  as  we  forgive  those 
who  trespass  against  us;  And  lead  us  not  into  tempta- 
tion; But  deliver  us  from  evil.  Amen. 

Minister.  O  Lord,  save  thy  servant; 
Answer.  Who  putteth  his  trust  in  thee. 
Minister.  Send  him  help  from  thy  holy  place; 
Answer.  And  evermore  mightily  defend  him. 
Minister.  Let  the  enemy  have  no  advantage  of  him* 
Answer.  Nor  the  wicked  approach  to  hurt  him. 
Minister.  Be  unto  him,  O  Lord,  a  strong  tower, 
Answer.  From  the  face  of  his  enemy. 
Minister.  O  Lord,  hear  our  prayer. 
Answer.  And  let  our  cry  come  unto  thee. 

OLORD,  look  down  from  heaven,  behold,  visit, 
and  relieve  this  thy  servant.  Look  upon  him 
with  the  eyes  of  thy  mercy,  give  him  comfort  and  sure 
confidence  in  thee,  defend  him  from  the  danger  of  the 
enemy,  and  keep  hirn  in  perpetual  peace  and  safety; 
through  Jesus  Christ  our  Lord.  Amen. 

HEAR  us,  Almighty  and  most  merciful  God  and 
Saviour;  extend  thy  accustomed  goodness  to 
this  thy  servant,  who  is  grieved  with  sickness.  Sanctify, 
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we  beseech  thee,  this  thy  fatherly  correction  to  him, 
that  the  sense  of  his  weakness  may  add  strength  to  hi^^ 
f^ith,  and  seriousness  to  his  repentance:  That,  if  it  shall 
be  thy  good  pleasure  to  restore  him  to  his  former  health, 
he  may  lead  the  residue  of  his  life  in  thy  fear,  and  to  th)) 
glory:  or  else,  give  him  grace  so  to  take  thy  visitation, 
that,  after  this  painful  life  ended,  he  may  dwell  with  thee 
in  life  everlasting;  through  Jesus  Christ  our  Lord.  Amen. 

DEARLY  beloved,  know  this,  that  Almighty  God 
is  the  Lord  of  life  and  death,  and  of  all  things 
to  them  pertaining;  as  youth,  strength,  health,  age, 
weakness,  and  sickness.  Wherefore,  whatsoever  your 
sickness  be,  know  you  certainly  that  it  is  God's  visita- 
tion. And  for  what  cause  soever  this  sickness  be  sent 
unto  you;  whether  it  be  to  try  your  patience  for  the 
example  of  others,  and  that  your  faith  may  be  found, 
in  the  day  of  the  Lord,  laudable,  glorious,  and  honour- 
able, to  the  increase  of  glory  and  endless  felicity;  or 
else  it  be  sent  unto  you  to  correct  and  amend  in  you 
whatsoever  doth  offend  the  eyes  of  your  heavenly 
Father;  know  you  certainly,  that  if  you  truly  repent  you 
of  your  sins,  and  bear  your  sickness  patiently,  trusting 
in  God's  mercy  for  his  dear  Son  Jesus  Christ's  sake,  and 
render  unto  him  humble  thanks  for  his  fatherly  visita- 
tion, submitting  yourself  wholly  unto  his  will,  it  shall 
turn  to  your  profit,  and  help  you  forward  in  the  right 
way  that  leadeth  unto  everlasting  life. 

'HHAKE  therefore  in  good  part  the  chastisement  of  the 


Lord:  For  (as  Saint  Paul  saith  in  the  twelfth 
Chapter  to  the  Hebrews)  whom  the  Lord  loveth  he 
chasteneth,  and  scourgeth  every  son  whom  he  receiveth. 
If  ye  endure  chastening,  God  dealeth  with  you  as  with 
sons;  for  what  son  is  he  whom  the  Father  chasteneth 
not.''  But  if  ye  be  without  chastisement,  whereof  all 
are  partakers,  then  are  ye  bastards,  and  not  sons. 
Furthermore,  we  have  had  fathers  of  our  flesh,  which 
corrected  us,  and  we  gave  them  reverence:  shall  we  not 
much  rather  be  in  subjection  unto  the  Father  of  spirits, 
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and  live  ?  For  they  verily  for  a  few  days  chastened  us 
after  their  own  pleasure;  but  he  for  our  profit,  that  we 
might  be  partakers  of  his  holiness.  These  words,  good 
brother,  are  written  in  holy  Scripture  for  our  comfort  and 
instruction;  that  we  should  patiently,  and  with  thanks- 
giving, bear  our  heavenly  Father's  correction,  when- 
soever, by  any  manner  of  adversity,  it  shall  please  his 
gracious  goodness  to  visit  us.  And  there  should  be  no 
greater  comfort  to  Christian  persons,  than  to  be  made 
like  unto  Christ,  by  suffering  patiently  adversities, 
troubles,  and  sicknesses.  For  He  himself  went  not  up 
to  joy,  but  first  He  suffered  pain;  He  entered  not  into 
His  glory  before  He  was  crucified.  So  truly  our  way  to 
eternal  joy  is  to  suffer  here  with  Christ;  and  our  door 
to  enter  into  eternal  life  is  gladly  to  die  with  Christ; 
that  we  may  rise  again  from  death,  and  dwell  with  Him 
in  everlasting  life.  Now  therefore,  taking  your  sickness, 
which  is  thus  profitable  for  you,  patiently,  I  exhort  you, 
in  the  name  of  God,  to  remember  the  profession  which 
you  made  unto  God  in  your  Baptism.  And  forasmuch 
as  after  this  life  there  is  an  account  to  be  given  unto  the 
righteous  Judge,  by  whom  all  must  be  judged,  without 
respect  of  persons,  T  require  you  to  examine  yourself 
and  your  estate,  both  toward  God  and  man;  so  that, 
accusing  and  condemning  yourself  for  your  own  faults, 
you  may  find  mercy  at  our  heavenly  Father  s  hand  for 
Christ's  sake,  and  not  be  accused  and  condemned  in 
that  fearful  judgment.  Therefore  I  shall  rehearse  to 
you  the  Articles  of  our  Faith;  that  you  may  know 
whether  you  do  believe  as  a  Christian  man  should, 
or  no. 

Here  the  Minister  shall  rehearse  the- Articles  of  the  Faith  ^ 
saying  thus, 

DOST  thou  believe  in  God  the  Father  Almighty, 
Maker  of  heaven  and  earth  } 
And  in  Jesus  Christ  his  only-begotten  Son  our  Lord } 
And  that  he  was  conceived  by  the  Holy  Ghost,  born  of 
the  Virgin  Mary;  that  he  suffered  under  Pontius  Pilate, 
was  crucified,  dead,  and  buried;  that  he  went  down  into 
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hell,  and  also  did  rise  again  the  third  day;  that  he 
ascended  into  heaven,  and  sitteth  on  the  right  hand  of 
God  the  Father  Almighty;  and  from  thence  shall  come 
again,  at  the  end  of  the  world,  to  judge  the  quick  and 
the  dead  ? 

And  dost  thou  believe  in  the  Holy  Ghost;  the  holy 
Catholic  Church,  the  Communion  of  Saints;  the  Remis- 
sion of  sins;  the  Resurrection  of  the  flesh;  and  ever- 
lasting Life  after  death  ? 

T/ie  sick  person  shall  answer^ 

All  this  I  steadfastly  believe. 

Then  shall  the  Minister  examine  whether  he  repent  him 
truly  of  his  sins,  and  he  in  charity  with  all  the  world; 
exhorting  him  to  forgive,  from  the  bottom  of  his  heart, 
all  persons  that  have  offended  him;  and  if  he  hath 
offended  any  other,  to  ask  them  forgiveness;  and  where 
he  hath  done  injury  or  wrong  to  any  man,  that  he  make 
amends  to  the  uttermost  of  his  power.  And  if  he  hath 
not  before  disposed  of  his  goods,  let  him  then  be  admon- 
ished to  make  his  Will,  and  to  declare  his  Debts,  what 
he  oweth,  and  what  is  owing  unto  him,  for  the  better 
discharging  of  his  conscience,  and  the  quietness  of  his 
Executors.  But  men  should  often  be  put  in  remem- 
brance to  take  order  for  the  settling  of  their  temporal 
estates,  whilst  they  are  in  health. 

The  Exhortation  before  rehearsed,  may  be  said  before  the 
Minister  begin  his  Prayer,  as  he  shall  see  cause. 

The  Minister  shall  not  omit  earnestly  to  move  such  sick 
persons  as  are  of  ability,  to  be  liberal  to  the  poor. 

Let  us  pray. 

OMOST  merciful  God,  who,  according  to  the  mul- 
titude of  thy  mercies,  dost  so  put  away  the  sins 
of  those  who  truly  repent,  that  thou  rememberest  them 
no  more;  Open  thine  eye  of  mercy  upon  this  thy  ser- 
vant, who  most  earnestly  desireth  pardon  and  forgive- 
ness. Renew  in  him^  most  loving  Father,  whatsoever 
hath  been  decayed  by  the  fraud  and  malice  of  the  devil, 
or  by  his  own  carnal  will  and  frailness;  preserve  and 
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continue  this  sick  member  in  the  unity  of  the  Church; 
consider  his  contrition,  accept  his  tears,  assuage  his 
pain,  as  shall  seem  to  thee  most  expedient  for  him. 
And  forasmuch  as  he  putteth  his  full  trust  only  in  thy 
mercy,  impute  not  unto  him  his  former  sins,  but 
strengthen  him  with  thy  blessed  Spirit;  and,  when  thou 
art  pleased  to  take  him  hence,  take  him  unto  thy  favour; 
through  the  merits  of  thy  most  dearly  beloved  Son 
Jesus  Christ  our  Lord.  Amen,

THE  Almighty  Lord,  who  is  a  most  strong  tower  to 
all  those  who  put  their  trust  in  him,  to  whom 
all  things  in  heaven,  in  earth,  and  under  the  earth,  do 
bow  and  obey,  Be  now  and  evermore  thy  defence;  and 
make  thee  know  and  feel,  that  there  is  none  other  Name 
under  heaven  given  to  man,  in  whom,  and  through 
whom,  thou  mayest  receive  health  and  salvation,  but 
only  the  Name  of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ.  Amen, 
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UNTO  God's  gracious  mercy  and  protection  we 
commit  thee.

In  the  morning  it  is  green  and  groweth  up;  but  in 
the  evening  it  is  cut  down,  dried  up,  and  withered. 

For  we  consume  away  in  thy  displeasure;  and  are 
afraid  at  thy  wrathful  indignation. 

Thou  hast  set  our  misdeeds  before  thee;  and  our 
secret  sins  in  the  light  of  thy  countenance.

NOW  is  Christ  risen  from  the  dead,  and  become  the 
first-fruits  of  them  that  slept.  For  since  by  man 
came  death,  by  man  came  also  the  resurrection  of  the 
dead.  For  as  in  Adam  all  die,  even  so  in  Christ  shall 
all  be  made  alive.    But  every  man  in  his  ow^n  order* 
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Christ  the  first-fruits;  afterward  they  that  are  Christ's,  at 
his  coming.  Then  cometh  the  end,  when  he  shall  have 
delivered  up  the  kingdom  to  God,  even  the  Father; 
when  he  shall  have  put  down  all  rule,  and  all  authority, 
and  power.  For  he  must  reign,  till  he  hath  put  all 
enemies  under  his  feet.  The  last  enemy  that  shall  be  de- 
stroyed is  death.  For  he  hath  put  all  things  under  his  feet. 
But  when  he  saith,  all  thiiigs  are  put  under  him,  it  is 
manifest  that  he  is  excepted  which  did  put  all  things  un- 
der him.  And  when  all  things  shall  be  subdued  unto 
him,  then  shall  the  Son  also  himself  be  subject  unto  Him 
that  put  all  things  under  him,  that  God  may  be  all  in 
all.  Else  what  shall  they  do  which  are  baptized  for  the 
dead,  if  the  dead  rise  not  at  all }  Why  are  they  then 
baptized  for  the  dead }  and  w^hy  stand  we  in  jeopardy 
every  hour I  protest  by  your  rejoicing,  which  I  have 
in  Christ  Jesus  our  Lord,  I  die  daily.  If  after  the 
manner  of  men  I  have  fought  with  beasts  at  Ephesus, 
what  advantageth  it  me,  if  the  dead  rise  not let  us 
eat  and  drink,  for  to-morrow  we  die.  Be  not  deceived: 
evil  communications  corrupt  good  manners.  Awake  to 
righteousness,  and  sin  not;  for  some  have  not  the 
knowledge  of  God.  I  speak  this  to  your  shame.  But 
some  man  will  say,  How  are  the  dead  raised  up }  and 
with  what  body  do  they  come  ?  Thou  fool !  that  which 
thou  sowest  is  not  quickened,  except  it  die.  And  that 
which  thou  sowest.  thou  sowest  not  that  body  that  shall 
be,  but  bare  grain,  it  may  chance  of  wheat,  or  of  some 
other  grain.  But  God  giveth  it  a  body  as  it  hath  pleased 
him,  and  to  every  seed  his  own  body.  All  flesh  is  not 
the  same  flesh,  but  there  is  one  kind  of  flesh  of  men, 
another  flesh  of  beasts,  another  of  fishes,  and  another 
of  birds.  There  are  also  celestial  bodies,  and  bodies 
terrestrial;  but  the  glory  of  the  celestial  is  one,  and  the 
glory  of  the  terrestrial  is  another.  There  is  one  glory 
of  the  sun,  and  another  glory  of  the  moon,  and  another 
glory  of  the  stars;  for  one  star  difl'ereth  from  another  star 
in  glory.  So  also  is  the  resurrection  of  the  dead.  It  is 
sown  in  corruption;  it  is  raised  in  incorruption:  it  is 
sown  in  dishonour;  it  is  raised  in  glory:  it  is  sown  in 
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weakness;  it  is  raised  in  power:  it  is  sown  a  natural 
body;  it  is  raised  a  spiritual  body.  There  is  a  natural 
body,  and  there  is  a  spiritual  body.  And  so  it  is  writ- 
ten, The  first  man  Adam  was  made  a  living  soul;  the 
last  Adam  was  made  a  quickening  spirit.  Howbeit, 
that  was  not  first  which  is  spiritual,  but  that  which  is 
natural;  and  .afterward  that  which  is  spiritual.  The 
first  man  is  of  the  earth,  earthy:  the  second  man  is  the 
Lord  from  heaven.  As  is  the  earthy,  such  are  they 
that  are  earthy:  and  as  is  the  heavenly,  such  are  they 
also  that  are  heavenly.  And  as  we  have  borne  the 
image  of  the  earthy,  we  shall  also  bear  the  image  of  the 
heavenly.  Now  this  I  say,  brethren,  that  flesh  and 
blood  cannot  inherit  the  kingdom  of  God;  neither  doth 
corruption  inherit  incorruption.  Behold,  I  show  you 
a  mystery;  we  shall  not  all  sleep,  but  we  shall  all  be 
changed,  in  a  moment,  in  the  twinkling  of  an  eye,  at 
the  last  trump:  for  the  trumpet  shall  sound,  and  the 
dead  shall  be  raised  incorruptible,  and  we  shall  be 
changed.  For  this  corruptible  must  put  on  incorrup- 
tion, and  this  mortal  must  put  on  immortality.  So 
when  this  corruptible  shall  have  put  on  incorruption, 
and  this  mortal  shall  have  put  on  immortality;  then  shall 
be  brought  to  pass  the  saying  that  is  written,  Death  is 
swallowed  up  in  victory.  O  death,  where  is  thy  sting  ? 
O  grave,  where  is  thy  victory  ?  The  sting  of  death  is 
sin;  and  the  strength  of  sin  is  the  Law.  But  thanks  be 
to  God,  which  giveth  us  the  victory  through  our  Lord 
Jesus  Christ.  Therefore,  my  beloved  brethren,  be  ye 
steadfast,  unmoveable,  always  abounding  in  the  work 
of  the  Lord,  forasmuch  as  ye  know  that  your  labour 
is  not  in  vain  in  the  Lord. 

MAN,  that  is  born  of  a  woman,  hath  but  a  short 
time  to  live,  and  is  full  of  misery.  He  cometh 
up,  and  is  cut  down,  like  a  flower;  he  fleeth  as  it  were 
a  shadow,  and  never  continueth  in  one  stay. 

In  the  midst  of  life  we  are  in  death:  of  whom  may  we 
seek  for  succour,  but  of  thee,  O  Lord,  who  for  our  sins 
art  justly  displeased  ? 
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Yet,  O  Lord  God  most  holy,  O  Lord  most  mighty, 
O  holy  and  most  merciful  Saviour,  deliver  us  not  into 
the  bitter  pains  of  eternal  death. 

Thou  knowest,  Lord,  the  secrets  of  our  hearts;  shut 
not  thy  merciful  ears  to  our  prayer;  but  spare  us.  Lord 
most  holy,  O  God  most  mighty,  O  holy  and  merciful 
Saviour,  thou  most  worthy  Judge  eternal,  suffer  us 
not,  at  our  last  hour,  for  any  pains  of  death,  to  fall 
from  thee.

SEE  now  that  I,  even  I,  am  He,  and  there  is  no  God 
with  Me:  I  kill,  and  I  make  alive;  I  wound,  and 
I  heal:  neither  is  there  any  that  can  deliver  out  of  My 
hand  {Deut.  xxxii.  39).  The  Lord  killeth,  and  maketh 
alive;  He  bringeth  down  to  the  grave,  and  bringeth  up. 
He  will  keep  the  feet  of  His  saints,  and  the  wicked 
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shall  be  silent  in  darkness;  for  by  strength  shall  no  man 
prevail  (i  Sam.  ii.  6,  9).  Affliction  cometh  not  forth 
of  the  dust,  neither  doth  trouble  spring  out  of  the 
ground;  I  would  seek  unto  God,  and  unto  God  would 
I  commit  my  cause:  for  He  maketh  sore,  and  bindeth 
up:  He  woundeth,  and  His  hands  make  whole.  And 
thou  shalt  know  that  thy  tabernacle  shall  be  in  peace; 
and  thou  shalt  visit  thy  habitation,  and  shalt  not  sin 
{fob  V.  6,  8,  18,  24).  In  my  prosperity  I  said,  I  shall 
never  be  removed:  Thou,  Lord,  of  Thy  goodness,  hast 
made  my  hill  so  strong.  Thou  didst  turn  Thy  face 
from  me,  and  I  was  troubled.  Then  cried  I  unto 
Thee,  O  Lord:  and  gat  me  to  my  Lord  right  humbly. 
Hear,  O  Lord,  and  have  mercy  upon  me;  Lord,  be 
Thou  my  helper  {Ps.  xxx.  6,  7,  8,  it).  I  will  be  his 
Father,  and  he  shall  be  ]My  son.  If  he  commit 
iniquity,  I  will  chasten  him  with  the  rod  of  men,  and 
with  the  stripes  of  the  children  of  men:  but  My  mercy 
shall  not  depart  away  from  him  (2  Sa?n.  vii.  14,  15). 
If  we  would  judge  ourselves,  we  should  not  be  judged. 
But  when  we  are  judged,  we  are  chastened  of  the  Lord, 
that  we  should  not  be  condemned  with  the  world  (i 
Cor.  xi.  31,  32).  Who  knoweth  not  that  the  hand  of

{Job  xii.  9,  10).  Who  is  he  that  saith,  and  it  cometh 
to  pass,  when  the  Lord  commandeth  it  not.?

May  /le  see  herein  a  sign  of  Thy  ever- 
watchful  care  and  loving-kindness,  and  learn  to  realize 
more  deeply  the  nearness  of  Thy  presence.  And  grant 
that  examining  with  all  diligence  h's  state  in  Thy  sight, 
and  truly  seeking  forgiveness  and  strength  of  Thee,  Ais 
sickness  may  be  profitable  unto  him;  through  .  .  .

{Read  exhortation  in  ' '  Vintation  of  the  Sick, "  /.  1 8  . ) 

I KNOW,  O  Lord,  that  Thy  judgments  are  right,  and 
that  Thou  of  very  faithfulness  hast  caused  me  to 
be  troubled  {Ps.  cxix.  75).  Behold,  happy  is  the  man 
whom  God  correcteth;  therefore  despise  not  thou  the 
chastening  of  the  Almighty  {Job  v.  17).  He  knoweth 
the  way  that  I  take:  when  He  hath  tried  me,  I  shall 
come  forth  as  gold  {Job  xxiii.  10).  We  glory  in  trib- 
ulations also:  knowing  that  tribulation  worketh  patience; 
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and  patience,  experience:  and  experience,  hope:  and 
hope  maketh  not  ashamed;  because  the  love  of  God 
is  shed  abroad  in  our  hearts  by  the  Holy  Ghost  Which 
is  given  unto  us  {Rom.  v.  3,  4,  5).  It  became  Him, 
for  Whom  are  all  things,  and  by  Whom  are  all  things, 
in  bringing  many  sons  unto  glory,  to  make  the  Captain 
of  their  Salvation  perfect  through  sufferings.  {Heb.  ii. 
10).  Who  in  the  days  of  His  flesh,  when  He  had 
offered  up  prayers  and  supplications  with  strong  crying 
and  tears  unto  Him  That  was  able  to  save  Him  from 
death,  and  was  heard  in  that  He  feared;  though  He  were 
a  Son,  yet  learned  He  obedience  by  the  things  which 
He  suffered  {Heb.  v.  7,  8).

Acquaint  now  thyself  with  Him,  and  be 
at  peace:  thereby  good  shall  come  unto  thee.  Receive, 
I  pray  thee,  the  law  from  His  mouth,  and  lay  up  His  words 
in  thy  heart.  Then  shall  thou  have  thy  delight  in  the 
Almighty,  and  shalt  lift  up  thy  face  unto  GoJ.  Thou 
shalt  make  thy  prayer  unto  Him,  and  He  shall  hear 
thee,  and  thou  shalt  pay  thy  vows  {Job  xxii.  21,  22,  26,

OLord  God,  Who  lightenest  every  man  that  cometh

OLORD  God,  our  Father,  our  Guardian  and  our 
Guide,  we  are  strangers  upon  the  earth,  far 
removed  from  our  country,  in  darkness,  and  walking  in 
the  shadow  of  death;  let  not  Thy  commandments  be 
hidden  from  us;  open  our  eyes  with  the  light  of  Thy 
Holy  Spirit,  that  we  may  see  the  wondrous  things  of  Thy 
law,  and  give  thanks  to  Thee  for  Thy  great  glory,  and 
adore  Thy  majesty,  and  obey  all  Thy  righteous  pre- 
cepts.   O  quicken  us  according  to  Thy  word,  refresh

Repentance* 

I. — Cou&tctton  of  $tn. 

SEEK  ye  the  Lord  while  He  may  be  found,  call  ye 
upon  Him  while  He  is  near;  let  the  wicked  for- 
sake his  way,  and  the  unrighteous  man  his  thoughts: 
and  let  him  return  unto  the  Lord,  and  He  will  have 
mercy  upon  him;  and  to  our  God,  for  He  will  abun- 
dantly pardon  {Isa.  Iv.  6,  7).  In  those  days  came  John 
the  Baptist,  preaching  in  the  wilderness  of  Judea,  and 
saying,  Repent  ye;  for  the  Kingdom  of  heaven  is  at 
hand  {St.  Matt,  iii.  i,  2).  He  that  covereth  his  sins 
shall  not  prosper:  but  whoso  confesseth  and  forsaketh 
them  shall  have  mercy  {Prov.  xxviii.  13).  It  is  of  the 
Lord's  mercies  that  we  are  not  consumed,  because  His 
compassions  fail  not  {Lam.  iii.  22).     If  we  say  that  we

have  no  sin,  we  deceive  ourselves,  and  the  truth  is  not 
in  us.  If  we  confess  our  sins,  He  is  faithful  and  just 
to  forgive  us  our  sins,  and  to  cleanse  us  from  all  un- 
righteousness (i  St.  John  \.  8,  9).  Return,  thou  back- 
sliding Israel,  saith  the  Lord:  and  I  will  not  cause  Mine 
anger  to  fall  upon  you:  for  I  am  merciful,  saith  the 
Lord,  and  I  will  not  keep  anger  forever.  Only  ac- 
knowledge thine  iniquity,  that  thou  hast  transgressed 
against  the  Lord  thy  God,  and  ye  have  not  obeyed  My 
voice,  saith  the  Lord  {Jer.  iii.  12,  13).  Now  after  that 
John  was  put  in  prison,  Jesus  came  into  Galilee, 
preaching  the  Gospel  of  the  Kingdom  of  God,  and 
saying,  The  time  is  fulfilled,  and  the  Kingdom  of  God 
is  at  hand:  repent  ye,  and  believe  the  Gospel  {^St.  Mark 
i.  14,  15).  Come  now,  and  let  us  reason  together, 
saith  the  Lord:  though  your  sins  be  as  scarlet,  they 
shall  be  as  white  as  snow;  though  they  be  red  like 
crimson,  they  shall  be  as  wool  {Isa.  i.  18).  If  thou 
shalt  seek  the  Lord  thy  God,  thou  shalt  find  Him,  if 
thou  seek  Him  wdth  all  thy  heart  and  with  all  thy  soul. 
When  thou  art  in  tribulation,  and  all  these  things  are 
come  upon  thee,  even  in  the  latter  days,  if  thou  turn 
to  the  Lord  thy  God,  and  shalt  be  obedient  unto  His 
voice;  (for  the  Lord  thy  God  is  a  merciful  God;)  He 
will  not  forsake  thee,  neither  destroy  thee,  nor  forget 
the  covenant  of  thy  fathers  which  He  sware  unto  them 
{Deui,  iv.  29-31).  There  is  joy  in  the  presence  of  the 
angels  of  God  over  one  sinner  that  repenteth  (^SL  Luke 
XV.  10). 


OGOD,  in  Whose  sight  the  very  heavens  are  not 
clean,  and  Who  chargest  even  Thine  angels 
with  folly;  mercifully  enHghten  our  souls  that  we  may 
see  our  weakness  and  sin,  and  with  all  lowliness  of  heart 
turn  unto  Thee  the  only  Giver  of  all  goodness;

OGOD,  Who  gavest  such  grace  of  humility  unto 
Thy  holy  Aposde  St  Paul  that  he  acknowledged 
himself  the  chief  of  sinners;  grant  that  we  who  are  still 
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lagging  behind  in  the  race  of  salvation  may  so  bewail 
our  sins  and  offences  as  to  find  mercy  with  Thee;

OGod,  Who  art  of  purer  eyes  than  to  behold  in- 
iquity; mercifully  grant  unto  us  such  a  sense  of 
sin  that  we  may  receive  cleansing;  and  such  cleansing 
that  we  may  be  made  pure  in  heart  and  may  see  Thee 
tor  evermore;  through  ....

I  will  be  as  the  dew 
unto  Israel:  he  shall  grow  as  the  lily,  and  cast  forth  his 
roots  as  Lebation.  Who  is  wise,  and  he  shall  under- 
stand these  things }  prudent,  and  he  shall  know  them  t 
for  the  ways  of  the  Lord  are  right,  and  the  just  shall 
walk  in  them  {Hos.  xiv.  i,  2,  4,  5,  9).  He  looketh 
upon  men,  and  if  any  oay,  I  have  sinned,  and  perverted 
that  which  was  right,  and  it  profited  me  not;  He  will 
deliver  his  soul  from  going  mto  the  pit,  and  his  life 
shall  see  the  light  (^Job  xxxiii.  27,  28).  I  will  arise  and 
go  to  my  Father,  and  will  say  unto  Him,  Father,  I 
have  sinned  against  heaven,  and  before  Thee,  and  am 
no  more  worthy  to  be  called  Thy  son  (^St,  Luke  xv.

OLORD,  Holy  Father,  Physician  of  our  souls  and 
bodies,  Who  didst  send  Thine  Only-Eegotten 
Son,  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  to  heal  all  sickness  and  to 
ransom  us  from  death;  heal  this  Thy  servant  from  the 
infirmities  of  /lis  soul  and  body,  through  the  grace  of 
Thine  Anointed;  and  quicken  h'm  so  to  perform  Thy 
good  pleasure  that  /le  may  in  all  holiness  give  Thee  due 
thanks  and  adoration;  through  .  .  .

THE  blessing  of  God,  the  Father,  the  Son,  and  the 
Holy  Ghost,  descend  upon  thee  and  all  belong- 
ing to  thee,  and  dwell  in  thy  heart,  and  be  with  thee  in 
thy  going  out  and  thy  coming  in,  now  and  for  ever. 
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BUT  now  the  righteousness  of  God  without  the  law 
is  manifested,  being  witnessed  by  the  law  and  the 
prophets;  even  the  righteousness  of  God  which  is  by 
faith  of  Jesus  Christ  unto  all  and  upon  all  them  that 
believe:  for  there  is  no  difference:  for  all  have  sinned, 
and  come  short  of  the  glory  of  God;  being  justified 
freely  by  His  grace  through  the  redemption  that  is  in 
Christ  Jesus:  Whom  God  hath  set  forth  to  be  a  Propi- 
tiation through  faith  in  His  blood,  to  declare  His 
righteousness  for  the  remission  of  sins  that  are  past, 
through  the  forbearance  of  God;  to  declare,  I  say,  at 
this  time.  His  righteousness:  that  Fie  might  be  just, 
and  the  justifier  of  him  which  believeth  in  Jesus  (Rom. 
iii.  21-26).  When  the  fulness  of  the  time  was  come,  God 
sent  forth  His  Son,  made  of  U  woman,  made  under  the 
law,  to  redeem  them  that  were  under  the  law,  that  we 
might  receive  the  adoption  of  sons.  And  because  ye 
are  sons,  God  hath  sent  forth  the  Spirit  of 'His  Son  into 
your  hearts,  crying,  Abba,  Father.  Wherefore  thou  art 
no  more  a  servant,  but  a  son;  and  if  a  son,  then  an 
heir  of  God,  through  Christ  {Ga^.  Iv.  4-7).  This  is  a 
faithful  saying,  and  worthy  of  all  acceptation,  that 
Christ  Jesus  came  into  the  wc-ld  to  save  smners  (i  Tim. 
i.  15).  Neither  is  there  salvation  in  any  other:  for  there 
is  none  other  name  under  heaven  given  among  men, 
whereby  we  must  be  saved  {Ac^s  iv.  12).  Who  is  He 
that  condemneth  ?  It  is  Christ  That  died,  yea  rather, 
That  is  risen  again,  Who  is  even  at  the  right  hand  of 
God,  Who  also  maketh  intercession  for  us  {Rom.  viii. 
34).  If,  when  we  were  enemies,  we  were  reconciled  to 
God  by  the  death  of  Ilis  Son,  much  more,  being 
reconciled,  we  shall  be  saved  by  His  life  {Rom.  v.  10). 
If  any  man  sin,  we  have  an  Advocate  with  the  Father, 
Jesus  Christ  the  Righteous:  and  He  is  the  Propitiation 
for  our  sins:  and  not  for  ours  only,  but  also  for  the  sins 
of  the  whole  world  (i  S/.  John  ii.  i,  2).    Christ  hath 
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once  suffered  for  sins,  the  Just  for  the  unjust,  that 
He  might  bring  us  to  God  (i  S^.  Peter  iii.  i8).  He  is 
able  also  to  save  them  to  the  uttermost  that  come  unto 
God  by  Him,  seeing  He  ever  liveth  to  make  interces- 
sion for  them  {Heb.  vii.  25).  Seeing  then  that  we  h?^^^ 
a  great  High  Priest,  That  is  passed  into  the  heavens, 
Jesus  the  Son  of  God,  let  us  hold  fast  our  profession. 
For  we  have  not  an  High  Priest  Which  cannot  be 
touched  with  the  feeling  of  our  infirmities;  but  was  in 
all  points  tempted  like  as  we  are,  yet  without  sin.  Let 
us  therefore  come  boldly  unto  the  throne  of  grace,  that 
we  may  obtain  mercy,  and  find  grace  to  help  in  time  of 
need  (Heb,  iv.  14-16). 


OMOST  Merciful  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  Very  God, 
full  of  loving-kindness  and  truth;  have  pity  on 
us  according  to  the  multitude  of  Thy  mercies.  We 
pray  Thee,  by  Thy  most  precious  Blood  which  Thou 
didst  shed  upon  the  altar  of  the  Cross  for  us  miserable 
sinners,  take  away  our  sins  and  turn  not  Thyself  from 
us,  who  though  unworthy  humbly  entreat  Thee,  and  call 
for  mercy  upon  Thy  most  holy  Name;  Who,  with  .  .  . 

O LOVING  Saviour,  Who  wast  once  a  man  of  sor- 
rows and  acquainted  with  grief  that  Thou 
mightest  bear  our  griefs  and  carry  our  sorrows,  even  all 
the  sufi'erings  of  all  Thy  children  through  all  the 
groaning  generations,  and  this  very  burden  also  press- 
ing heavily  here;  make  us  willing  and  trustful  to  know 
the  fellowship  of  Thy  sufferings,  and  in  holiness  and 
obedience  of  life  the  power  of  Thy  resurrection:  that 
when  Thy  ransomed  ones  shall  return  and  come  to 
Zion  with  songs,  and  everlasting  joy  upon  their  heads, 
we  may  with  them  praise  Thee  with  all  thankfulness; 
Who,  with  .  .  . 

O SAVIOUR  divine,  and  gracious  Shepherd  of  our 
souls.  Who  didst  come  down  from  heaven  to 
seek  and  save  the  lost;  we  bless  Thee  for  Thy  good- 
ness, and  confess  our  need  of  Thee;  for  we  are  astray 
and  in  misery,  wanting  in  holiness,  wounded  by  many 
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sins,  and  of  slow  and  feeble  steps  in  the  heavenly  way. 
Receive  our  penitent  prayers  and  grant  us  Thy  merciful 
forgiveness:  and  because  \ve  are  poor  in  virtues  and 
often  without  strong  desires  after  true  righteousness, 
help  us  by  the  inspiration  of  Thy  Holy  Spirit,  supply- 
ing unto  our  souls  what  is  lacking,  and  cherishing  that 
which  Thou  hast  begun  in  us.  Keep  we  pray  Thee  our 
names  written  amongst  those  who  are  Thine,  in  Thy 
book  of  life.

OLORD  Jesus  Christ,  our  only  Saviour,  Who  didst 
come  into  the  world  to  make  reconciliation  fOr 
sinful  men,  and  to  save  them  from  the  punishment 
which  sin  deserved;  give  us  grace  to  rest  in  faith  on  Thy 
one  sacrifice  offered  upon  the  Cross  for  all ;  and  to  be- 
lieve in  Thee  with  our  whole  souls  as  the  Lamb  of  God 
Which  taketh  away  the  sins  of  the  world.  O  Lord, 
hear  us;  O  Lord,  plead  for  us;  O  Lord,  increase  our 
faith;  and  at  last  take  us  to  Thyself;  Who,  with  .  .  . 

O GRACIOUS  Lord,  by  Whose  word  man  lives  and 
not  by  any  human  means  alone;  direct,  we  pray 
Thee,  the  counsels  of  those  who  prescribe  to  this  Thy 
servant,  and  prosper  the  medicines  which  are  used  to 
procure  /lim  ease  and  strength.  As  their  part  who  ad- 
minister to  /lim  is  the  care,  so  let  Thine  be  the  blessing, 
and  Ais  the  comfort;  and  as  /le  regards  them  as  Thy  in- 
struments, so  let  h'm  own  Thee  as  the  Author  of  h's 
meicies,  and  to  Thee  give  thanks,  and  pay  h's  vows  and 
services;  through  .  .  .

GOD,  the  Ever-blessed  Trinity,  be  gracious  unto 
thee,  sustain  thee  in  His  fear  and  love,  and  give 
thee  peace,  now  and  forevermore. 
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LET  not  your  heart  be  troubled:  ye  believe  in  God, 
believe  also  in  Me.

Let  not  your  heart  be  troubled  neither  let  it  be  afraid 
JoAn  xiv.  1-3,  15-17,  25-27).  When  the  Com- 
forter is  come.  Whom  I  will  send  unto  you  from  the 
Father,  even  the  Spirit  of  truth,  Which  proceedeth 
from  the  Father,  He  shall  testify  of  Me.  He  will 
guide  you  into  all  truth:  for  He  shall  not  speak  of 
Himself;  but  whatsoever  He  shall  hear,  that  shall  He 
speak:  and  He  will  shew  you  things  to  come.  He 
shall  glorify  Me:  for  He  shall  receive  of  Mine,  and 
shall  shew  it  unto  you.  All  things  that  the  Father 
hath  are  Mine:  therefore  said  I,  that  He  shall  take  of 
Mine,  and  shall  shew  it  unto  you  i^St.  John  xv.  26:  xvi. 
^3-1 5)-  t)y  works  of  righteousness  which  we  have 

done,  but  according  to  His  mercy  He  saved  us,  by  the 
washing  of  regeneration,  and  renewing  of  the  Holy 
Ghost;  Which  He  shed  on  us  abundantly  through 
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Jesus  Christ  our  Saviour;  that  being  justified  by  His 
grace,  we  should  be  made  heirs  according  to  the  hope 
of  eternal  life  (Titus  iii.  5-7).  Ye  are  the  temple  of  the 
living  God;  as  God  hath  said,  I  will  dwell  in  them,  and 
walk  in  them;  and  I  will  be  their  God,  and  they  shall 
be  My  people  (2  Cor.  vi.  16).  Ye  have  not  received  the 
spirit  of  bondage  again  to  fear;  but  ye  have  received  the 
Spirit  of  adoption,  whereby  we  cry,  Abba,  Father. 
The  Spirit  itself  beareth  witness  with  our  spirit,  that  we 
are  the  children  of  God:  and  if  children,  then  heirs; 
heirs  of  God,  and  joint-heirs  with  Christ;  if  so  be  that 
we  suffer  with  Him,  that  we  may  be  also  glorified 
together  {Ro?n.  viii.  15,  16,  17).  The  love  of  God  is 
shed  abroad  in  our  hearts  by  the  Holy  Ghost  Which  is 
given  unto  us  {Ro7n.  v.  5).  Likewise  the  Spirit  also 
helpeth  our  infirmities:  for  we  know  not  what  we  should 
pray  for  as  we  ought:  but  the  Spirit  Itself  maketh  inter- 
cession for  us  with  groanings  which  cannot  be  uttered 
{Rom.  viii.  26).  The  fruit  of  the  Spirit  is  love,  joy, 
peace,  long-suffering,  gentleness,  goodness,  faith,  meek- 
ness, temperance;  against  such  there  is  no  law  {Gal.  v. 
22,  23).  The  very  God  of  peace  sanctify  you  wholly; 
and  I  pray  God  your  whole  spirit  and  soul  and  body  be 
preserved  blameless  unto  the  coming  of  our  Lord  Jesus 
Christ  (i  Thess.  v.  23). 

O ALMIGHTY  God,  help  Thou  our  weakness, 
and  because  we  can  neither  do  nor  even  pray 
for  what  is  right,  of  ourselves,  arouse  by  Thy  Holy  Spirit 
in  our  hearts  good  desires;  that  by  Thy  loving-kindness 
there  may  be  given  unto  us  both  the  will  to  ask  and 
the  power  to  accomplish  what  is  well-pleasing  unto 
Thee;  through  .  .  .

OSUN  of  righteousness,  Who  camest  to  bring  light 
into  the  world  by  Thy  word,  and  example,  and

Teach  us  to  do  the  Heavenly  Father's 
will;  and  help  us  to  delight  in  doing  it  though  it  be  by 
the  endurance  of  weakness  and  pain.  Be  Thou  ever 
w^ith  us,  O  Fountain  of  eternal  purity  and  peace.

In  us  is  no  merit 
to  attract  Thy  mercy  and  goodness,  but  only  the  need 
and  necessity  of  our  misery  and  blindness:  vouchsafe 
unto  us  Thy  pitying  and  mighty  help  notwithstanding 
our  great  unworthiness.  Protect  us  in  the  trials  and 
temptations  of  this  evil  world:  and  by  Thy  light  and 
presence  lead  us  in  the  way  of  everlasting  life;

OLORD,  Holy  Father,  Almighty,  Everlasting  God, 
Who  dost  enable  the  weakness  of  man's  nature 
by  pouring  out  on  it  the  excellency  of  Thy  strength, 
so  that  our  bodies  and  souls  are  quickened  by  the 
wholesom.e  correction  of  Thy  loving-kindness;  mercifully 
look  upon  this  Thy  servant,  that  all  weight  of  bodily 
sickness  being  taken  away,  the  blessing  of  Ai's  former 
health  may  be  restored  to  /lim;  through  ... 

OGOD  of  hope;  fill  us,  we  beseech  Thee,  with  all 
joy  and  peace  in  believing,  that  abounding  in 
hope  through  the  power  of  the  Holy  Ghost,  w^e  may 
steadily  press  on  to  those  good  things  which  Thou  hast 
promised  to  those  that  shall  endure  unto  the  end; 
through  .  .  . 

Be7iedictio7i. 


HE  grace  of  the  Holy  Spirit  enlighten  thee,  and 
bring  thee  unto  joys  everlasting. 
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HE  that  is  slow  to  anger  is  better  than  the  mighty; 
and  he  that  ruleth  his  spirit  than  he  that  taketh 
a  city  (Prov.  xvi.  32).  The  discretion  of  a  man 
deferreth  his  anger:  and  it  is  his  glory  to  pass  over  a 
transgression  {Prov.  xix.  11).  He  that  hath  no  rule 
over  his  own  spirit  is  like  a  city  that  is  broken  down, 
and  without  walls  {Prov.  xxv.  28).  I,  therefore,  the 
prisoner  of  the  Lord,  beseech  you  that  ye  walk  worthy 
of  1;he  vocation  wherewith  ye  are  called,  with  all  lowli- 
ness and  meekness,  with  longsufifering,  forbearing  one 
another  in  love;  endeavori}ig  to  keep  the  unity  of  the 
Spirit  in  the  bond  of  peace  {Eph.  iv.  1-3).  Even  here- 
unto were  ye  called:  because  Christ  also  suffered  for  us, 
leaving  us  an  example,  that  ye  should  follow  His  steps; 
Who  did  no  sin,  neither  was  guile  found  in  His  mouth: 
Who,  when  He  was  reviled,  reviled  not  again ;  when  He 
suffered,  He  threatened  not;  but  committed  Himself 
to  Him  that  judgeth  righteously  (i  St.  Peter  \\.  21-23). 
Be  ye  therefore  merciful,  as  your  Father  also  is  merciful 
{St.  Luke  vi.  36).  If  thou  bring  thy  gift  to  the  altar,  and 
there  rememberest  that  thy  brother  hath  aught  against 
thee;  leave  chere  thy  gift  before  the  altar,  and  go  thy  way; 
first  be  reconciled  to  thy  brother,  and  then  come  and 
offer  thy  gift  {St.  Matt.  v.  23,  24).  Lord,  how  oft  shall 
my  brother  sin  against  me,  and  I  forgive  him  ?  till  seven 
times  ?  Jesus  saith  unto  him,  I  say  not  unto  thee  until 
seven  times:  but,  until  seventy  times  seven  {St.  Matt. 
xviii.  21,  22).  Love  your  enemies,  bless  them  that 
curse  you,  do  good  to  them  that  hate  you,  and  pray  for 
them  which  despitefully  use  you,  and  persecute  you; 
that  ye  may  be  the  children  of  your  Father  Which  is  in 
Heaven:  for  He  maketh  His  sun  to  rise  on  the  evil  and 
on  the  good,  and  sendeth  rain  on  the  just  and  on  the 
unjust  {St.  Matt.  v.  44,  45).  And  when  ye  stand  pray- 
ing, forgive,  if  ye  have  aught  against  any;  that  your 
Father  also  Which  is  in  Heaven  may  forgive  you  your 


trespasses.  But  if  ye  do  not  forgive,  neither  will  your 
Father  Which  is  in  Heaven  forgive  your  trespasses  {S/. 
Mark  xi.  25,  26).  He  shall  have  judgment  without 
mercy,  that  hath  shewed  no  mercy;  and  mercy  rejoiceth 
against  judgment  {St.  fas.  ii.  13).  Be  ye  kind  one  to 
another,  tender-hearted,  forgiving  one  another,  even  as 
God  for  Christ's  sake  hath  forgiven  you  {Epk.  iv.  32). 
Now  abideth  faith,  hope,  charity,  these  three;  but  the 
greatest  of  these  is  Charity  (i  Cor.  xiii.  13).  This  is 
My  commandment,  that  ye  love  one  another,  as  I  have 
loved  you.  Greater  love  hath  no  man  than  this,  that  a 
man  lay  down  his  life  for  his  friends.  Ye  are  My 
friends,  if  ye  do  whatsoever  I  command  you  {St.  John 
XV.  12-14). 

OSON  of  the  Living  God,  our  Saviour  and  our 
Life,  in  all  our  mortal  miseries  and  sorrows  our 
only  Help,  and  our  only  Source  of  health;  we,  adoring 
Thy  love,  and  appealing  to  Thy  mercy,  confess  unto 
Thee  that  we  have  often  been  forgetful  of  Thee,  obdur- 
ate to  Thy  counsels,  blind  to  Thy  teaching,  deaf  to  Thy 
calls,  rebellious  against  Thy  law,  pleased  with  self  and 
the  world,  wearied  with  spiritual  things,  loving  what 
Thou  abhorrest  and  hating  what  Thou  lovest,  and  un- 
grateful for  Thy  mercies:  and  Thou,  true  Friend  of  our 
souls,  full  of  compassion,  and  longing  to  bless  us  with 
Thy  salvation.  O  inllnite  Love,  forgive:  remember  not 
our  offences,  but  have  compassion  on  Thy  creatures  and 
Thy  redeemed,  whose  necessities  cry  aloud  in  the  ears 
of  that  love  and  pity  which  brought  Thee  down  from 
heaven  to  seek  and  save  the  lost.  Melt  our  coldness 
with  the  divine  fire  of  Thy  love.  Help  our  helpless- 
ness. Restore  us  unto  Thee.  Make  us  to  be  wholly 
Thine;  that  we  may  in  all  things  obey  Thee,  and  be 
ready  to  suffer  according  to  Thy  holy  will.  Grant  this, 
Merciful  Saviour,  Who,  with  .  .  . 

OGOD,  Who  art  slow  to  anger,  and  of  great  kind- 
ness, and  ready  to  forgive;  grant  unto  us  to  be 
of  a  mild,  a  peaceable,  a  meek,  and  an  humble  spirit, 
that  remembering  our  own  infirmities  we  may  have  for- 
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bearance  towards  those  of  others,  and  may  be  patient 
towards  all  men,  gentle  and  easy  to  be  entreated.  Help 
us  in  overcoming  all  pride  and  prejudice,  and  every  wish 
to  render  evil  for  evil.  Make  us  disciples  not  in  word 
only  but  in  deed  and  truth  of  a  lowly  Saviour:  and  for 
lack  of  showing  mercy  may  we  not  fail  of  receiving  mercy 
when  He  cometh  to  judge  the  world.  Hear  us,  O 
heavenly  Father,  for  the  sake  of  the  same,  Jesus  Christ, 
our  Lord. 

OGOD,  Fountain  of  love:  pour  Thy  love  into  our 
souls,  that  we  may  love  those  whom  Thou 
lovest,  with  the  love  Thou  givest  us,  and  think  and 
speak  of  them  tenderly,  meekly,  and  lovingly;  that  so 
loving  our  brethren  for  Thy  sake,  we  may  grow  in  Thy 
love,  and  dwelling  in  love  may  dwell  in  Thee; 
through  .  .  . 

GLORY,  honor,  and  praise  be  to  Thee,  O  Lord  Je- 
sus Chri&t;  may  all  the  world  adore  Thee:  blessed 
be  Thy  holy  Name,  Who  for  us  sinners  wast  made  man, 
and  sufferedst  death  on  the  cross.  O  Saviour  of  man- 
kind, have  mercy  upon  us,  and  so  lead  us  here  by  Thy 
grace  that  we  may  hereafter  rejoice  with  Thee  in  glory. 
Forgive  our  enemies  all  their  sins  against  Thee,  and 
give  us  that  measure  of  Thy  Spirit,  that  for  their  ill-will 
we  may  love  them,  for  their  cursing  we  may  bless  them, 
for  their  hatred  we  may  do  them  good.  Give  us  patience 
under  all  injuries,  and  content  under  all  conditions  and 
changes.

Who  when 
Thou  wast  reviled,  reviled  not  again,  and  Who 
on  the  cross  didst  pray  for  Thy  murderers;  implant  and 
cherish  in  our  hearts  the  virtues  of  gentleness  and 
patience,  that  restraining  the  fierceness  of  anger,  impa- 
tience, and  resentment,  we  may  overcome  evil  with  good, 
for  Thy  sake  love  our  enemies,  and  as  children  of  our 
Heavenly  Father  seek  Thy  peace  and  rejoice  in  Thy 
love;  Who  livest  .  .  . 

OLORD,  forasmuch  as  it  is  an  easy  thing  with  Thee 
to  give  life  to  the  dead;  restore,  we  pray  Thee, 
this  Thy  servant  to  his  former  health;  and  grant  that 
seeking  the  salvation  of  Thy  heavenly  mercy,  he  may 
also  find  remedy  for  his  bodily  ills;  through  ...

Behold,  here  I  am:  witness  against  me  Before 
the  Lord,  and  before  His  Anointed:  whose  ox  have  I 
taken  ?  or  whose  ass  have  I  taken  ?  or  whom  have  I 
defrauded  ?  whom  have  I  oppressed  ?  or  of  whose  hand 
have  I  received  any  bribe  to  blind  mine  eyes  therewiih  ? 
and  I  will  restore  it  you  (i  Sam,  xii.  1-3).  Zacchaeus 
stood,  and  said  unto  the  Lord:  behold.  Lord,  the  half 
of  my  goods  I  give  to  the  poor:  and  if  L  have  taken 
anything  from  any  man  by  false  accusation,  I  restore 
him  fourfold.  And  Jesus  said  unto  him,  This  day  is 
salvation  come  to  this  house,  forasmuch  as  he  also  is  a 
son  of  Abraham.  For  the  Son  of  man  is  come  to  seek 
and  to  save  that  which  was  lost  {Si  Luke  xix.  8-10). 
If  the  wicked  restore  the  pledge,  give  again  that  he  had 
robbed,  walk  in  the  statutes  of  life,  w^ithout  committing 
iniquity;  he  shall  surely  live,  he  shall  not  die.  None 
of  his  sins  that  he  hath  committed  shall  be  mentioned 
unto  him:  he  hath  done  that  which  is  lawful  and  right; 
he  shall  surely  live  {Ezek.  xxxiii.  15,  16).  He  there- 
fore that  despiseth,  despiseth  not  man,  but  God,  Who 
hath  also  given  unto  us  His  Holy  Spirit  (i  Thess.  iv. 
8).  Render  therefore  to  all  their  dues;  tribute  to  whom 
tribute  is  due;  custom  to  whom  custom;  fear  to  whom 
fear;  honor  to  whom  honor  {Rom.  xiii.  7).  Then  it 
shall  be,  because  he  hath  sinned,  and  is  guilty,  that  he 
shall  restore  that  which  he  took  violently  away,  or  the 
thing  which  he  hath  deceitfully  gotten,  or  that  which 
was  delivered  him  to  keep,  or  the  lost  thing  which  he 
found,  or  all  that  about  which  he  hath  sworn  falsely; 
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he  shall  even  restore  it  m  the  principal,  and  shall  add 
the  fifth  part  more  thereto,  and  give  it  unto  him  to 
whom  it  appertaineth,  in  the  day  of  his  trespass  offer- 
ing (Lev.  vi.  4,  5).  If  ye  then  be  risen  with  Christ, 
seek  those  things  which  are  above,  where  Christ  sitteth 
on  the  right  hand  of  God.  Set  yo^r  affection  on  things 
above,  not  on  things  on  the  earth.  For  ye  are  dead, 
and  your  life  is  hid  with  Christ  in  God.  When  Christ, 
Who  is  our  life,  shall  appear,  then  shall  ye  also  appear 
with  Him  in  glory  {CoL  iii.  1-4). 


OGOD,  All  Holy;  bestow  upon  us  Thy  compas- 
sion. We  hardly  dare  to  ask  what  we  do  not 
deserve  to  obtain.  Let  Thy  forgiveness  comfort  those 
whom  their  guilt  alarms.

love  of  money,  and  make  us  content  with  that  which 
we  have;  that  loving  Thee  above  all  things  we  may 
persevere  unto  the  end,  and  at  last  be  found  in  the 
number  of  Thine  elect;  through  Thy  merits,  Wlio 
livest  .  .  . 
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OEVERLIVING  God,  be  Thou  our  portion  and 
the  lot  of  our  inheritance,  and  let  Thy  lovmg- 
kindness  be  more  to  us  than  life  itself  Give  to  us 
repentance  and  Thy  Holy  Spirit,  that  we  calling  our  own 
ways  to  remembrance  may  be  truly  sorrowful  for  our 
sins  past,  and  may  make  haste,  prolonging  not  the  time, 
but  early  and  instantly  turn  our  feet  unto  Thy  testi- 
monies.

Owe  no  man  anything,  but  to  love 
one  another:  for  he  that  loveth  another  hath  fulfilled 
the  law  {Rom.  xiii.  8).  While  we  have  time  let  us  do 
good  unto  all  men,  and  especially  unto  them  that  are 
of  the  household  of  faith  {Gal.  vi.  10).  Blessed  is  he 
that  considereth  the  poor  and  needy;  the  Lord  shall 
deliver  him  in  the  time  of  trouble.  The  Lord  preserve 
him,  and  keep  him  alive,  that  he  may  be  blessed  upon 
earth;  and  deliver  not  Thou  him  into  the  will  of  his 
enemies.  The  Lord  comfort  him  when  he  lieth  sick 
upon  his  bed;  make  Thou  all  his  bed  in  his  sickness 
{Ps.  xli.  1-3).  A  small  thing  that  the  righteous  hath, 
is  better  than  great  riches  of  the  ungodly.  The  Lord 
knoweth  the  days  of  the  godly;  and  their  inheritance 
shall  endure  forever.

The  righteous  is  ever  merciful,  and  lendeth;  and  his  seed 
is  blessed  {Fs,  xxxvii.  16,  18,  19,  21-26).  He  that 
hath  pity  upon  the  poor  lendeth  unto  the  Lord;  and 
that  which  he  hath  given  will  He  pay  him  again  (Frov.  xix. 
17).  The  Lord  Himself  is  the  portion  of  mine  inheri- 
tance, and  of  my  cup;  Thou  shalt  maintain  my  lot. 
The  lot  is  fallen  unto  me  in  a  fair  ground;  yea,  I  have  a 
goodly  heritage.  I  will  thank  the  Lord  for  giving  me 
warning.  Thou  shalt  show  me  the  path  of  life:  in  Thy 
presence  is  the  fulness  of  joy,  and  at  Thy  right  hand 
there  is  pleasure  for  evermore  (Fs.  xvi.  6,  7,  8,  12).  I 
love  Thy  commandments  above  gold  and  precious  stones 
{Fs.  cxix.  127).  Behold,  I  come  quickly;  and  My 
reward  is  with  Me,  to  give  to  every  man  according  as 
his  work  shall  be  {Fev.  xxii.  12).  Then  shall  the  King 
say  unto  them  on  His  right  hand,  Come,  ye  blessed  of 
My  Father,  inherit  the  kingdom  prepared  for  you  from 
the  foundation  of  the  world:  for  1  was  an  hungered,  and 
ye  gave  Me  meat:  I  was  thirsty,  and  ye  gave  Me  drink: 
I  was  a  stranger,  and  ye  took  Me  in:  naked,  and  ye 
clothed  Me:  I  was  sick,  and  ye  visited  Me:  I  was  in 
prison,  and  ye  came  unto  Me.  Then  shall  the  righteous 
answer  Him,  saying,  Lord,  when  saw  we  Thee  an  hun- 
gered, and  fed  Thee  ?  or  thirsty,  and  gave  Thee  drink  ? 
when  saw  we  Thee  a  stranger,  and  took  Thee  in  ?  or  naked, 
and  clothed  Thee  ?  or  when  saw  we  Thee  sick,  or  in 
.  prison,  and  came  unto  Thee  ?  And  the  King  shall 
answer  and  say  unto  them.  Verily  I  say  unto  you,  Inas- 
much as  ye  have  done  it  unto  one  of  the  least  of  these  My 
brethren,  ye  have  done  it  unto  Me  (S^.  Matt,  xxv.  34-40). 
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O DIVINE  and  loving  Saviour,  Who  wast  unwearied

WHO  is  among  you  that  feareth  the  Lord,  that 
obeyeth  the  voice  of  His  servant,  that  walketh 
in  darkness,  and  hath  no  Hght?  let  him  trust  in  the 
name  of  the  Lord,  and  stay  upon  his  God  (Isa.  1.  lo). 
Why  art  thou  so  heavy,  O  my  soul  ?  and  why  art  thou 
so  disquieted  within  me  ?  O  put  thy  trust  in  God;  for 
I  will  yet  give  Him  thanks,  Which  is  the  help  of  my 
countenance,  and  my  God  {Ps.  xliii.  5,  6).  Consider, 
and  hear  me,  O  Lord  my  God;  lighten  mine  eyes,  that 
I  sleep  not  in  death  {Fs.  xiii.  3).  Heal  me,  O  Lord, 
and  I  shall  be  healed;  save  me,  and  I  shall  be  saved: 
for  Thou  art  my  praise.  Be  not  a  terror  unto  me:  Thou 
art  my  hope  in  the  day  of  evil  {/er.  xvii.  14,  17). 
Come  unto  Me,  all  ye  that  labor  and  are  heavy  laden, 
and  I  will  give  you  rest.  Take  My  yoke  upon  you  and 
learn  of  Me:  for  I  am  meek  and  lowly  in  heart:  and  ye 
shall  find  rest  unto  your  souls.  For  My  yoke  is  easy, 
and  My  burden  is  light  (Sf.  Mait.  xi.  28-30).  All  that 
the  Father  giveth  Me  shall  come  to  Me:  and  him  that 
Cometh  to  Me  I  will  in  no  wise  cast  out.

{Isa.  XXXV.  lo).  For  the  Lord  hath  redeemed  Jacob, 
and  ransomed  him  from  the  hand  of" him  that  was  stronger 
than  he.  Therefore  they  shall  come  and  sing  in  thejieight 
of  Zion,  and  shall  flow  together  to  the  goodness  of  the 
Lord;  and  their  souls  shall  be  as  a  watered  garden:  and 
they  shall  not  sorrow  any  more  at  all,  for  I  will  turn 
their  mourning  into  joy,  and  will  comfort  them,  and 
make  them  rejoice  from  their  sorrow  {/er.  xxxi.  11-13).

Remember  me,  O  Lord,  according  to  the  favor  that 
Thou  bearest  unto  Thy  people;  O  visit  me  with  Thy 
salvation;  that  I  may  see  the  felicity  of  Thy  chosen,  and 
rejoice  in  the  gladness  of  Thy  people,  and  give  thanks 
with  Thine  inheritance  (7^5.  cvi.  4,  5.)  The  sufferings 
of  this  present  time  are  not  worthy  to  be  compared  with 
the  glory  which  shall  be  revealed  in  us  {Rom.  viii.  18). 
Our  light  affliction,  which  is  but  for  a  moment,  work- 
eth  for  us  a  far  more  exceeding  and  eternal  weight  of 
glory;  while  we  look  not  at  the  things  which  are  seen, 
but  at  the  things  which  are  not  seen:  for  the  things 
which  are  seen  are  temporal;  but  the  things  which  are 
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not  seen  are  eternal.  For  we  know  that  if  our  earthly 
house  of  this  tabernacle  were  dissolved,  we  have  a  build- 
ing of  God,  an  house  not  made  with  hands,  eternal  in 
the  heavens.  For  in  this  we  groan,  earnestly  desiring 
to  be  clothed  upon  with  our  house  which  is  from  heaven. 
For  we  that  are  in  this  tabernacle  do  groan,  being  bur- 
dened: not  for  that  we  would  be  unclothed,  but  clothed 
upon,  that  mortality  might  be  swallowed  up  of  life 
(2  Cor.  iv.  17,  18.  V.  I,  2,  4). 


OLord  Jesus  Christ,  Son  of  the  Living  God;  vouch- 
safe to  give  us  faith,  hope,  and  charity,  humility 
and  purity  of  body  and  soul,  patience,  true  obedience, 
and  amendment  of  life.

OMOST  merciful  God,  Who  art  the  Father  of  the 
the  fatherless,  and  defendest  ,the  cause  of  the 
widow;  look  down  with  mercy  upon  this  family;  lighten

I  will 
inform  thee,  and  teach  thee  in  the  way  wherein  thou 
shalt  go:  and  I  will  guide  thee  with  Mine  eye  {Ps.  xxxii. 
9).  I  will  bring  the  blind  by  a  way  that  they  knew 
not;  I  will  Icdd  them  in  paths  that  they  have  not  known: 
I  will  make  darkness  light  before  them,  and  crooked 
things  straight.  These  things  will  I  do  unto  them,  and 
not  forsake  them  {Isa.  xlii.  16).  Thine  eyes  shall  see 
the  King  in  His  beauty;  they  shall  behold  the  land  that 
is  very  far  off  {Isa.  xxxiii.  17).  The  Lord  is  my  light 
and  my  salvation;  whom  then  shall  I  fear.?  The  Lord 
is  the  strength  of  my  life;  of  whom  then  shall  I  be 
afraid  ?  One  thing  have  I  desired  of  the  Lord,  which 
I  will  require,  even  that  I  may  dwell  in  the  house  of 
the  Lord  all  the  days  of  my  life,  to  behold  the  fair 
beauty  of  the  Lord,  and  to  visit  His  temple.  For  in 
the  time  of  trouble  He  shall  hide  me  in  His  tabernacle; 
yea,  in  the  secret  place  of  His  dwelling  shall  He  hide 
me,  and  set  me  up  upon  a  rock  of  stone.  O  hide  not 
Thou  Thy  face  from  me,  nor  cast  Thy  servant  away  in 
displeasure.  Thou  hast  been  my  succor:  leave  me  not, 
neither  forsake  me,  O  God  of  my  salvation.  Teach 
me  Thy  way,  O  Lord,  and  lead  me  in  the  right  way.  I 
should  utterly  have  fainted,  but  that  I  believe  verily  to 
see  the  goodness  of  the  Lord  in  the  land  of  the  living 
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{Fs,  xxvii.  I,  4,  5,  lo,  ii,  13,  15).  The  Lord  my 
God  shall-  make  my  darkness  to  be  Hght  {Ps.  xviii.  28). 
Blessed  are  the  pure  in  heart:  for  they  shall  see  God 
{S/.  Matt.  V.  8).  Behold  what  manner  of  love  the 
Father  hath  bestowed  upon  us,  that  we  should  be  called 
the  sons  of  God  !  therefore  the  world  knoweth  us  not, 
because  it  knew  Him  not.  Beloved,  now  are  we  the 
sons  of  God,  and  it  doth  not  yet  appear  what  w^e  shall 
be:  but  we  know  that,  when  He  shall  appear,  we  shall 
be  like  Him;  for  we  shall  see  Him  as  He  is.  And 
every  man  that  hath  this  hope  in  him  purifieth  himself, 
even  as  He  is  pure  (i  St.  John  iii.

Blessed  is  he 
that  hath  the  God  of  Jacob  for  his  help,  and  whose  hope 
is  in  the  Lord  his  God:  Who  made  heaven  and  earth, 
the  sea,  and  all  that  therein  is;  Who  keepeth  His 
promise  for  ever;  Who  helpeth  them  to  right  that  suffer 
wrong;  Who  feedeth  the  hungry.  The  Lord  looseth 
men  out  of  prison;  the  Lord  giveth  sight  to  the  blind. 
The  Lord  helpeth  them  that  are  fallen;  the  Lord  careth 
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for  the  righteous  {Fs.  cxlvi.  4-8).  When  I  fall,  I  shall 
arise;  when  I  sit  in  darkness,  the  Lord  shall  be  a  light 
unto  me.  He  will  bring  me  forth  to  the  light,  and  I 
shall  behold  His  righteousness  {Micah  vii.  8,  9).  The 
Day-Spring  from  on  high  hath  visited  us,  to  give  light 
to  them  that  sit  in  darkness  and  in  the  shadow  of  death, 
to  guide  our  feet  into  the  way  of  peace  i^St.  Luke  i.  78, 
79).  In  Him  was  life,  and  the  life  was  the  light  of  men. 
That  was  the  true  Light,  Which  lighteth  every  man  that 
Cometh  into  the  world  {^St,  John  i.  4,  9).  I  am  come 
a  light  into  the  world,  that  whosoever  believeth  on  Me 
should  not  abide  in  darkness  {^Si.  John  xii.  46).  For 
God,  Who  commandeth  the  light  to  shine  out  of  dark- 
ness, hath  shined  in  our  hearts,  to  give  the  light  of  the 
knowledge  of  the  glory  of  God  in  the  face  of  Jesus 
Christ  (2  Cor.  iv.

IT  is  better  to  go  to  the  house  of  mourning  than  to  go 
to  the  house  of  feasting:  for  that  is  the  end  of  all 
men;  and  the  Hving  will  lay  it  to  his  heart  {^cc/.  vii.  2). 
It  is  appointed  unto  men  once  to  die,  but  after  this  the 
judgment  {Jled.  ix.  27).  Your  fathers,  where  are 
they  ?  and  the  prophets,  do  they  live  for  ever  ?  (Zech.  i. 
5).  Man  dieth  and  v/asteth  away;  yea,  man  giveth  up 
the  ghost,  and  where  is  he  ?  As  the  waters  fail  from  the 
sea,  and  the  flood  decayeth,  and  drieth  up;  so  man 
lieth  down,  and  riseth  not:  till  the  heavens  be  no  more, 
they  shall  not  awake,  nor  be  raised  out  of  their  sleep 
{Job  x\\\  10-12).  lie  shall  be  brought  to  the  grave, 
and  shall  remain  in  the  tomb.  The  clods  of  the  valley 
shall  be  sweet  unto  him,  and  every  man  shall  draw  after 
him,  as  there  are  innumerable  before  him  [Job  xxi.  32, 
33).  I  know  that  Thou  wilt  bring  me  to  death,  and  to 
the  house  appointed  for  all  living  {Job  xxx.  23).  The 
days  of  man  are  but  as  grass;  for  he  flourisheth  as  a 
flower  of  the  field.  For  as  soon  as  the  wind  goeth  over 
it,  it  is  gone;  and  the  place  thereof  shall  know  it  no 
more  {Ps.  ciii.  15,  16).  We  are  strangers  before  Thee, 
O  Lord,  and  sojourners,  as  were  all  our  fathers;  our 
days  on  the  earth  are  as  a  shadow,  and  there  is  none 
abiding  (i  Chron.  xxix.  15).  Whatsoever  thy  hand 
findeth  to  do,  do  it  with  thy  might;  for  there  is  no 
work,  nor  device,  nor  knowledge,  nor  wisdom,  in  the 
grave,  whither  thou  goest  {EccL  ix.  10).  Like  as  a 
father  pitieth  his  own  children,  even  so  is  the  Lord 
merciful  unto  them  that  fear  Him.  For  He  knoweth 
whereof  we  are  made,  He  remembereth  that  we  are  but 
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dust  {Fs.  ciii.  13,  14).  The  merciful  goodness  of  the 
Lord  endureth  for  ever  and  ever  upon  them  that  fear 
Him,  and  His  righteousness  upon  children's  children, 
even  upon  such  as  keep  His  covenant,  and  think  upon 
His  commandments  to  do  them  {Ps.  ciii.  17,  18).  The 
Lord  is  slow  to  anger,  and  great  in  power,  and  will  not 
at  all  acquit  the  wicked.  The  Lord  is  good,  a  strong- 
hold in  the  day  of  trouble;  and  He  knoweth  them  that 
trust  in  Him  {Nakum,  i.  3,  7).  Here  have  we  no  con- 
tinuing city,  but  we  seek  one  to  come  {Hed.  xiii.  14). 
Give  diligence  to  make  your  calling  and  election  sure; 
so  an  entrance  shall  be  ministered  unto  you  abundantly 
into  the  everlasting  kingdom  of  our  Lord  and  Saviour 
Jesus  Christ  (2  Sf.  Peter  i.  10,  11).  I  would  not  have 
you  to  be  ignorant,  brethren,  concerning  them  which 
are  asleep,  that  ye  sorrow  not,  even  as  others  which  have 
no  hope.  For  if  we  believe  that  Jesus  died  and  rose 
again,  even  so  them  also  which  sleep  in  Jesus  will  God 
bring  with  Him.  The  Lord  Himself  shall  descend 
from  heaven  with  a  shout,  with  the  voice  of  the  arch- 
angel, and  with  the  trump  of  God:  and  the  dead  in 
Christ  shall  rise  first;  then  we  which  are  alive  and 
remain  shall  be  caught  up  together  with  them  in  the 
clouds,  to  meet  the  Lord  in  the  air;  and  so  shall  we 
ever  be  with  the  Lord.  Wherefore  comfort  one  another 
with  these  words  (i  Thess.  iv.  13,  14,  16-18).

A VOICE  was  heard  in  Ramah,  lamentation,  and 
bitter  weeping;  Rachel,  weeping  for  her  chil- 
dren, refused  to  be  comforted  for  her  children,  because 
they  were  not.  Thus  saith  the  Lord,  Refrain  thy  voice 
from  weeping,  and  thine  eyes  from  tears:  for  thy  work 
shall  be  rewarded,  saith  the  Lord;  and  they  shall  come 
again  from  the  land  of  the  enemy.  And  there  is  hope 
in  thine  end,  saith  the  Lord,  that  thy  children  shall 
come  again  to  their  own  border  {/er.  xxxi.  15-17). 
And  David  said.  While  the  child  was  yet  alive,  1  fasted 
and  wept:  for  I  said.  Who  can  tell  whether  God  will  be 
gracious  to  me,  that  the  child  may  live  ?  But  now 
he  is  dead,  wherefore  should  I  fast  ?  Can  I  bring  him 
back  again  ?  I  shall  go  to  him,  but  he  shall  not  return 
to  me  (2  Sam.  xii.  22,  23).  Jesus  said,  Suffer  the  little 
children  to  come  unto  Me,  and  forbid  them  not;  for  of 
such  is  the  kingdom  of  God.  Verily  I  say  unto  you, 
whosoever  shall  not  receive  the  kingdom  of  God  as  a 
little  child,  he  shall  not  enter  therein.  And  He  took 
them  up  in  His  arms,  put  His  hands  upon  them,  and 
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blessed  them  (^/.  Mark  x.  14-16).  Repent,  and  be 
baptized  every  one  of  you  in  the  name  of  Jesus  Christ 
for  the  remission  of  sins,  and  ye  shall  receive  the  gift  of 
the  Holy  Ghost.  For  the  promise  is  unto  you,  and  to 
your  children,  and  to  all  that  are  afar  off,  even  as  many 
as  the  Lord  our  God  shall  call  {Ac/s  ii.  38,  39).  Not 
by  works  of  righteousness  which  we  have  done,  but 
according  to  His  mercy  He  saved  us,  by  the  washing  of 
regeneration,  and  renewing  of  the  Holy  Ghost;  Which 
He  shed  on  us  abundantly  through  Jesus  Christ  our 
Saviour;  that,  being  justified  by  His  grace,  we  should 
be  made  heirs  according  to  the  hope  of  eternal  life 
(Titus  iii.  5-7).  After  this  I  beheld,  and,  lo,  a  great 
multitude,  which  no  man  could  number,  of  all  nations, 
and  kindreds,  and  people,  and  tongues,  stood  before 
the  throne,  and  before  the  Lamb,  clothed  with  white 
robes,  and  palms  in  their  hands;  and  cried  with  a  loud 
voice,  saying.  Salvation  to  our  God  Which  sitteth  upon 
the  throne,  and  unto  the  Lamb.  And  all  the  angels 
stood  round  about  the  throne,  and  about  the  elders, 
and  the  four  beasts,  and  fell  before  the  throne  on  their 
faces,  and  worshipped  God,  saying,  Amen :  blessing, 
and  glory,  and  wisdom,  and  thanksgiving,  and  honour, 
and  power,  and  might,  be  unto  our  God  for  ever  and 
ever:  Amen.  And  one  of  the  elders  answered,  saying 
unto  me,  What  are  these  which  are  arrayed  in  white 
robes  1  And  whence  came  they  t  And  I  said  unto 
him,  Sir,  thou  knowest.  And  he  said  to  me.  These  are 
they  w^hich  came  out  of  great  tribulation,  and  have 
washed  their  robes,  and  made  them  white  in  the 
blood  of  the  Lamb.
